HEALTH STAFF SICK 
DAYS TOP 66,000

MORE than 66,000 days 
were lost to staff sickness at 
Sandwell’s hospital trust last 
year, new figures reveal. 

The number of days lost to sickness 
rose to 66,120 in 2014/15 compared 
with 64,130 during the previous 12 
months. 

Last year’s figure works out as an average of 
10.18 days per worker at Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust. There are 
around 6,346 permanent members of staff em¬ 
ployed by the hospital trust. 

Bosses are now working to reduce sickness 
levels by March next year and have drawn up 
an action plan. It includes closer monitoring of 
staff absences with weekly and monthly reviews 
as well as additional training for line managers. 

Members of the hospital trust’s board will 
discuss the proposals at a meeting today, 
Thursday. A report which will go before mem¬ 
bers, including chief executive Toby Lewis, 
says: “Sickness absence has been highlighted 
as an issue in this Trust since 2014, with action 
plans previously put in place that have not de¬ 
livered the reductions in absence as planned.” 

The hospital trust has also pledged to reduce 
its spending on temporary workers during the 
year. 

Expenditure 

In April, it was revealed the hospital trust 
had spent more than £12million on agency 
staff in just 12 months to cover a shortage. But 
the trust says it has taken action to reduce the 
monthly expenditure, bringing down it down 
from more than Jtl.lmillion to around £800,000 
per month. 

Spending increased at the start of the year, 
but health chiefs said this was due to increased 
admissions, which meant they needed more 
staff. Bosses are now recruiting more workers 
including A&E consultants and nurses and they 
say they are continuing to monitor staff levels. 

Speaking at the time, chief executive Toby 
Lewis said: “In the year ahead, our recruitment 
drive will help us to reduce this spend further, 
and so will our focus on reducing short term 
sickness. Some agency use will continue in dif- 
ficult-to-recruit to specialities or where specific 
skills are needed for a short period.” 

More than 200 jobs face being axed at the 
hospital trust during the next 12 months to 
slash more than £16 million from the wage bill. 
It’s the next phase of wider plans to cut around 
1,400 posts over five years. Bosses are looking 
to scrap 205 ‘whole time equivalent’ positions 
by March 2016 - but say around 260 workers 
are expected to be affected by the move.

He added: “It has got to be something which 
the community uses. That could be anything 
from a dog kennel trust and a homeless shel¬ 
ter. This is not about helping an individual. 
It needs to be something which will benefit 
everyone.”

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Lucky escape as wall falls onto car

A DRAMATIC wall collapse in Oldbury 
was the result of corroded wall ties, it 
has emerged. A man had a lucky escape 
when hundreds of bricks from the side of 
a home in Richmond Hill tumbled onto 
the car he was sitting in. 

To the amazement of ambulance staff, 
he escaped with just minor injuries. 
Sandwell Councillor Paul Moore, respon¬ 
sible for regeneration, said: “It would ap¬ 
pear the wall ties failed and corroded over 
time. The outer brickwork fell down tak¬ 


ing some of the inner skin with it. We have 
ensured that the roof structure is tempo¬ 
rarily supported and shower proof and the 
loose brickwork has been removed. 

“It is now the responsibility of the own¬ 
er’s insurance company to make good the 
work and clear away the debris. We ad¬ 
vised the owners to vacate the property 
and offered alternative emergency accom¬ 
modation, however, despite our strongest 
recommendations they decided to stay.” 

A crowd of onlookers gathered outside 


the devastated home after the top part of 
the wall came down at around 5.25pm last 
Wednesday. 

The affected property and the neigh¬ 
bouring home were both evacuated by fire 
crews who attended from Smethwick. 

Paul Loveridge, who lives at the home 
with his parents, said: “After that at the 
end of the day property damage is just 
property damage. You can sort that it. The 
main thing absolutely is that nobody was 
seriously hurt.” 


Motorists under fire for 
blocking ambulance hub 


INCONSIDERATE motorists have 
been blocking the front of an 
ambulance station in Great Barr 
- prompting action by bosses. 

Cars have been parked in front of 
the entrance to Tower Hill ambulance 
hub, according to ambulance service 
officials. 

It is thought many motorists were park¬ 
ing up to use the nearby shops, takeaways 
and a restaurant off A34 Walsall Road. 

Ambulance service officials have hit out 
at the motorists saying they could impact 
on the vital life-saving journey times. 

New signs and hatching are being in¬ 
stalled at the entrance of the station, in 
Tower Hill next to neighbouring library 

It is hoped the move will deter motorists 
parking up outside the station. Residents 
living nearby say problem parkers have 
long been an issue in the road. 

A man, aged in his 50s, who did not wish 
to be named, said: “People just think they 
can park up anywhere they like to go to the 
shops or get a takeaway. 

“It is not on. It is not just the ambulance 
station. I have seen them blocking access to 
people’s homes before now. 

Disappointing 

“Hopefully new signs will deter them but 
if not I think more will need to be done.” 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokeswoman Claire Brown said that it 
should be ‘common sense’ for motorists 
not to block the station. “It is hugely disap¬ 
pointing that members of the public think 
it is acceptable to park across the entrance 
and on the driveway of an ambulance sta¬ 
tion blocking in emergency vehicles and 
staff members cars,” she said. 

“In order to reinforce the message that 
parking is not permitted outside or on the 
property of this ambulance station, the 
trust is in the process of updating its sig¬ 
nage and yellow hashing on the road and is 
working closely with West Midlands Police 
and Birmingham City Council to resolve 
this reoccurring problem.” 

Markings are in the process of being fin¬ 
ished on the ground outside the ambulance 
station. 

Three signs are being erected put up re¬ 
minding people not to park there and that 
24 hour access is required. Problem park¬ 
ing is an issue across Sandwell, which now 
has its own CCTV camera car to catch ille¬ 
gal parkers in the act.

A COUPLE are at their wits’ end 
over the number of begging let¬ 
ters from charities they receive 
- so many they say they could 
wallpaper the lounge with them. 

Kindly Betty and Roy Griffin, 
from Halesowen, give to chari¬ 
ties but say they feel ‘squeezed’ 
to give more. 

They fear vulnerable elderly 
people are becoming targets for 
professional fundraisers. 

Mrs Cooke, aged 79, said: 
“These people are vultures - 
they’re trained in the best ways 
to achieve the right result. It’s 
easy to get lured into giving, and 
you’re left feeling awful if you 
don’t.” 

The couple were moved to 
speak out after reading of the 
tragic death of pensioner Olive 
Cooke whose body was recovered 
from Avon gorge in Bristol after 
she confided of being tormented 
by cold-callers from charities. 

Mr and Mrs Cooke changed 
their telephone number three 
times in order to avoid such calls. 

Retired dinnerlady Betty said: 
“We got a block put on the line 
but it only lasted three months. 
The last time we changed our 
number we went ex-directory. 

“This is what Olive was having 
to put up with - phone calls day 
and night. It’s like they’re enti¬ 
tled to a donation - it’s pressure.” 

The good-hearted pair have al¬ 
ways given due consideration to 
the charities they support, giv¬ 
ing £5 monthly donations to the 
RSPCA and the Dogs Trust and 
making further one-off contribu¬ 
tions during the year. She says 
the number of charity requests 
they receive has escalated in the 
past year, with a pile six inches 
deep if gathered together, arriv¬ 
ing every month. 

“I could wallpaper our lounge 
with them there are so many,” 
says the grandmother-of-two. 


Pledge over 
plaques at

THE Leader of Sandwell Council has 
confirmed that memorial plaques and 
rosebushes can remain at Rowley Regis 
Crematorium if families wish, following 
recent comments by mourners. 

Councillor Darren Cooper said: “Some 
families were concerned about having 
their memorial plaques relocated, so 
we’ve had a rethink. 

“We don’t offer new rose nameplate 
plaques as we now provide a range of 
more modern alternatives. 

“However, families who want to 
renew the existing memorial plaques in 
the rose garden will be able to do so. 

“So, families who do not want their 
memorial plaques moved can keep their 
plaques in the rose garden. 

“We’re also offering new types of 
memorial plaques in other parts of the 
grounds. 

“We will keep the existing rose beds, 
rather than replacing them. 

“And we’ll make other improvements 
in addition to the rose bushes.” 

Councillor Cooper added that the 
modernisation of the crematorium 
was ongoing. He said: “It was always 
our intention to make the changes as 
the agreements to place the memorial 
plaques expired - not before. 

“At the moment we’re modernising 
Rowley Regis Crematorium to double 
the size of the chapel, improve parking 
and replace old equipment. 

“We’re committed to improving the 
excellent bereavement services we pro¬ 
vide in Sandwell and I hope this puts 
people’s minds at rest.”

In the WV postcode, which covers 
Wolverhampton and Bridgnorth, the 
delivery rate was 94 per cent. The DY 
postcode, which covers Dudley and 
Kidderminster, was 93.9 per cent. 

And in the WS postcode area, cov¬ 
ering Walsall, Lichfield and Cannock, 
93.8 per cent of first class mail arrived 
the next day. 

Geoff Braden, Royal Mail opera¬ 
tions director said: “Our postmen and 
women work extremely hard in the 
WS postcode area and across the UK 
to deliver to these demanding targets, 
which are some of the highest in Eu¬ 
rope. 

“I would like to thank all our peo¬ 
ple for their ongoing commitment and 
dedication.” 

But the 93 per cent next working 
day target was not met for the B 
postcode which covers Birmingham, 
Bromsgrove and Sutton Coldfield or 
the ST postcode which includes Staf¬ 
ford, Stoke-On-Trent and Stone. 

The B postcode finished the finan¬ 
cial year with 92.5 per cent and the 
ST postcode ended with 92.4 per cent.

A HIGH speed police chase ended 
with an innocent driver ploughing 
into a house in Oldbury. An unmarked 
police car had been following a stolen 
Citroen Picasso when it crashed into 
a Vauxhall Astra. 

The Picasso caused the Astra to 
hurtle into the front porch of Piara 
Singh’s home in Basons Lane - just 
metres away from where he was sit¬ 
ting in the dining room. 

The Astra driver, in his 40s, suf¬ 
fered multiple broken ribs in the 


crash. Mr Singh escaped without any 
injury. Police said the Picasso had 
been reported stolen from Smethwick 
High Street last Wednesday. The 
43-year-old driver was arrested. 

Retired foundry worker Mr Singh, 
aged 75, was sitting in his dining 
room just metres from where the car 
smashed into his porch. 

He said: “I am little bit shocked 
and shaken but fortunately I was 
not hurt. Before I knew it there was 
about 100 maybe 150 people standing 


outside my house and looking at what 
had happened.” 

John Halker, a spokesman for West 
Midlands Ambulance Service, said 
two ambulances were called to the 
crash.Fire crews were also sent to the 
scene and had to cut one of the drivers 
from his car. 

Spokesperson Pawan Dhande said 
crews from Oldbury worked to re¬ 
moved the Astra from the property 
and stabilise the building before 
handing over to police. 


Pulis pulls together 
to complete challenge

YOU imagine most football managers 
want to do nothing more than hit the 
beach after a long season of toil in the 
Premier League. 

While Arsenal boss Arsene Wenger was 
toasting his triumphant FA Cup winners, 
West Brom’s Tony Pulis was raising a glass to 
an altogether more intrepid team. 

No, not his Baggies players surviving for another 
season in England’s top tier - instead try a squad 
featuring comedians, a footballer and volunteers 
from the world of business. 

Pulis had delayed his summer break after the end 
of the Premier League season to support a charity 
close to his heart aiming to raise £200,000. 

Barely 24 hours after watching the Baggies end 
their campaign at Arsenal, Pulis was taking to the 
waters of the River Thames. 

The football boss had signed up to take part on 
the Tower to Tower rowing challenge for the Donna 
Louise Hospice. A team of 24 volunteers took two 
32ft Cornish Gig boats from Tower Bridge in Lon¬ 


don down the River Thames. They would battle for 
almost two days to cross the choppy, swirling waters 
of the English Channel to reach the French coast. 

If that wasn’t enough, the teams then faced a 200- 
mile row up The Seine before successfully complet¬ 
ing the challenge in front of the Eiffel Tower. 

Pulis had got to know the work of the hospice, 
which provides palliative care for poorly children, 
during his time as Stoke City manager. 

Shortly before the challenge, Pulis even took out 
his group of privileged footballers up to see first 
hand the work of the hospice. 

The Baggies players, so in awe of work of the hos¬ 
pice, have donated £35,000 from their wages. 

Pulis, aged 57, admitted to being more than a lit¬ 
tle daunted by the row as he arrived ready for the 
off at 8am on Bank Holiday Monday. Rowers took 
two hour stints before grabbing rest and food but 
for long periods had to grab short naps on the water. 

While conditions were bearable in the first few 
hours down the Thames when the teams hit the 
open sea, it took on a different dimension. 

As they journeyed into Ramsgate Marina ahead 


of the channel crossing several of the team had suf¬ 
fered sea sickness. 

He has previously climbed Mount Kilimanjaro, cy¬ 
cled from John O’Groats to Land’s End and run the 
London Marathon in aid of the hospice. 

But Pulis said the challenge was ‘up there with 
any of them’ after finishing the adventure on Mon¬ 
day morning. “The hardest part was probably get¬ 
ting out of the Thames Estuary and then having to 
row along the coast of England to Eastbourne for 
nearly two days,” he said. 

“To have that for a couple of days when we knew 
we had the Channel to row was tough.” 

The team drew a collective sigh of relief after 
starting out at 5am to reach the Eiffel Tower as the 
sun rose over Paris. Friends and relatives had gath¬ 
ered to greet the rowers and there was champagne 
and beer for their arrival. “The biggest difference 
was the sleep deprivation, which wasn’t a problem I 
had before,” he said. 

The group successfully smashed their fundraising 
target, and are set to reach more than £230,000.

Outdoor education centres move 


SCHOOLS from outside the 
Sandwell area are facing increased 
fees to use the council’s outdoor edu¬ 
cation centres - but charges for bor¬ 
ough’s pupils will be frozen. 

Sandwell Council operates four 
‘residential education service’ cen¬ 
tres where schoolchildren can take 
part in activities ranging from out¬ 
door pursuits to dance, drama, music 
and visual art. 


Under proposed charges to come 
into force from August 2016, non- 
Sandwell schools will be charged an 
extra £5 per pupil for a four night 
stay at each of the centres. Prices will 
range from £245 to 295. 

But schools within the borough 
overseen by the council, including 
academy schools, will not be subject 
to a fee increase. For a four night 
stay the discount per pupil will be 


£35 for academy schools and £65 for 
council-maintained schools. 

Looked after children within the 
borough who attend in term time will 
not be charged. 

Sandwell Council offers schools 
mountain and water based outdoor 
pursuits at Plas Gwynant in Snowdo¬ 
nia; dance, drama, music, and visual 
art at stately Ingestre Hall near Staf¬ 
ford; environmental exploration and 


outdoor activities at Frank Chapman 
Centre in the Wyre Forest; and ge¬ 
ographical and historical discovery 
and environmental adventure at 
Edgmond Hall in rural Shropshire. 

Councillor Hackett said the £5 in¬ 
crease in fees for school’s outside of 
the borough had been linked to in¬ 
flation and the increase would keep 
rates in line with similar competi¬ 
tors. 


Town is among lowest 
for driving test success

THE driving test is one of 
the most nerve-wracking 
experiences in people’s 
lives - but it seems success 
can depend on where you 
take the dreaded exam. 

And one test centre in 
Wednesbury features in the top 
10 of centres suffering the low¬ 
est pass rates in the country. 

Wednesbury has an average pass 
rate of just 33.4 per cent. In con¬ 
trast, those taking their test on the 
streets of Lichfield have it much 
easier - more than half taking a test 
there pass. 

The figures are released as the 
nation this week marks the 80th an¬ 
niversary of the driving test. 

Wednesbury Councillor Elaine 
Costigan believes the busy Black 
Country roads could be the reason 
candidates are finding it difficult to 
pass in the area. She said: “Wednes¬ 
bury is very busy, the exam centre 
is just off junction nine on the M6, 
so it could have something to do 
with that. In Lichfield there are a 
lot more open spaces for people to 
drive.” 

Emphasise 

Councillor Costigan said it meant 
passing your driving test could be 
a postcode lottery. “It is not cheap 
to keep trying over and over again” 
she said. 

Neil Watson, deputy chief ex¬ 
aminer for the Driving Standards 
Agency, said: “I would emphasise 
that tests are conducted to the same 
standard whatever the location. 

“We attempt to design our test 
routes to a uniform standard but 
inevitably there will be differences. 

“Variation in the volume of tests 
at each centre can have an effect. 
The significant reason would be 
preparation, people have had var¬ 
ied numbers of driving lessons. The 
more lessons taken the better the 
chance of passing.” 

There have been many changes to 
the driving test format since it be¬ 
came law on June 1, 1935, when it 
cost seven shillings and a sixpence, 
37.5p in today’s money.

A MAN was kidnapped and held at 
knifepoint in broad daylight by two 
men who pretended they wanted to 
buy his car.

After tying the man’s hands up 
and placing a bag over his head, the 
pair drove a short distance before he 
was forced into a silver Nissan Micra 
parked near Aintree Road - a short 
distance away from the pub - under 
the registration EY52 UDE. 

He was then driven to Brasshouse 
Lane in Smethwick where he was 
then released. The man was left 
shaken but not seriously injured. The 
Audi A5 was later recovered from a 
car park in Moseley at the junction of 
Wake Green Road and Yardley Wood 
Road. 

Police have launched an urgent ap¬ 
peal for witnesses to come forward. 

Detective Sergeant Leighton Shin¬ 
gles said: “The violence shown by the 
two men has left the victim shaken 
but thankfully not seriously injured.”

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Care home 
plans put 
on hold as 
funds stall 

MULTI-MILLION pound plans to 
build two new independent care cen¬ 
tres for older residents have been put 
on on hold partially due to funding. 

A deal had been struck between 
care developer Midland Heart and 
Dudley Council to build five extra care 
housing facilities by 2015. 

But only three have been built - on 
the Russells Hall estate in Dudley, 
Coseley and Cradley - and further 
schemes are now under review. 

Midland Heart spokesman Richard 
Brooker said: “The plan is for five 
extra care facilities, however the pro¬ 
ject is currently ‘on-hold’. 

“This is so that we can jointly re¬ 
view both the level of demand and 
necessary funding availability, post 
the election.” 

Extra care housing is designed for 
people to live independently in their 
own homes but receiving tailored care 
and health services. 

Dudley Council introduced extra 
care housing as it sought to close 
existing care homes - a plan which 
sparked controversy from some cam¬ 
paigners. 

More than 5,000 people signed a pe¬ 
tition which led to council chiefs over¬ 
turning plans to close New Bradley 
hall care home in Kingswinford. 

The home is now run by a third 
party, Black Country Housing Group. 

But others such as Tiled House care 
home, in Pensnett, and Amblecote 
House have closed. 

Work started on the first, called 
Broad Meadow, off Middlepark Road, 
on the Russells Hall estate, in 2009. 


Visitor centre is 
up and running 

A VISITOR centre at the heart of the 
£7.9 million revamp of Walsall Ar¬ 
boretum has opened its doors to the 
public. 

The building which includes a cafe¬ 
teria, classroom, changing rooms and 
meeting space is the showpiece of the 
multi-million pound park transforma¬ 
tion. 

Work has been taking place since 
last year and the impressive feature 
has now been able to open to visitors 
for the first time. 

Leisure chief, councillor Khizar 
Hussain, said: “This brand new and 
prestigious facility is a major asset for 
the arboretum. 

“Visitors will now benefit from a 
truly fantastic building which offers 
some wonderful resources.” 

Power cut hits 
borough homes 

THOUSANDS of homes were left 
without electricity following a power 
cut in the Wednesbury area which 
lasted less than 30 minutes. Around 
1,700 properties were affected from 
shortly before 4.30pm last Tuesday. 


Profits top £l2m for West Brom 



West Brom Building Society’s HQ 


THE Black Country’s biggest build¬ 
ing society has put dark days of its 
near collapse firmly in the past as the 
West Brom unveiled surging profits of 
£12.4 million. 

That is more than £10m up on last 
year’s figure, which marked the West 
Brom’s return to profit after six years 
of losses. 

A ‘back to basics’ policy of concen¬ 
trating on savings and mortgages has 
put the society back on the straight 
and narrow after its credit crunch 
nightmare when racked up losses of 
£48.8m in 2008 and narrowly escaped 


collapse. Now the 165-year-old society 
is on the verge of moving its 400 head¬ 
quarters staff from their ageing 1970s 
home to a branch new ultra-modern 
five-storey office block across West 
Bromwich town centre at Providence 
Place. 

And its figures have been strength¬ 
ened by increasing confidence in the 
housing market. 

Chief executive Jonathan Westhoff 
said: “Looking ahead we are optimis¬ 
tic about our future prospects.” 

He added: “Growing consumer con¬ 
fidence and economic stability has 


created a perfect backdrop for us to 
bolster our residential mortgage lend¬ 
ing. 

“Indeed volumes of gross lending 
for home ownership are more than 
double what we delivered in 2013/14.” 

In the 12 months to the end of 
March the West Brom lent £446m for 
people moving home, remortgaging or 
taking their first steps on the housing 
ladder. More than 20 per cent of the 
mortgage lending figure went to first 
time buyers. 

The previous year the West Brom’s 
lending figure was just £214m. 


Bears go for a walk 
after trail targeted 


IT was supposed to be a bear hunt - but 
organisers have been left scratching 
their heads after two of the decorated 
sculptures disappeared without a trace. 

They were two of the 30 sculptures which 
form the Bearwood Bear trail but they’ve gone 
missing just days before the attraction was 
due to draw to a close. 

More than 1,000 people 
around the town since 
it was created. But or¬ 
ganisers were shocked to 
discover that two of the 
bears - decorated by the 
community - were no 
longer waiting to greet 
visitors along the route 
just over a week after it 
was launched. 

One of the bears re¬ 
ported missing is num¬ 
ber 6 which was outside 
Blunts shoe shop and dec¬ 
orated by Abbey Junior 
School. The second was 
created by the Warley 
Pacers running group. 

Sally Jones from trail 
organisers We Are Bear¬ 
wood said the group was 
staying positive despite the missing bears. 

She said that while it was disappointing, they were 
still delighted with the huge turnout for the trail and 
the enthusiastic response from the community. 

“The hunt is on. Two of the bears have gone on 
their very own bear trail. We’re keeping it positive 
for two important reasons - one of the bears was dec¬ 
orated by Abbey Junior School children, so it’s nice 
to get their imaginations going about where the bear 
might be having fun right now rather than disap¬ 
point them. 

“And we actually think it’s a positive reflection 
of the local community that of 30 totally unsecured 
bears, most of which have been left outside overnight, 
only two have gone walkies. 

“What’s more, we’ve decided to do a competition - 
if any local primary school age children want to make 
up a story about what fun and mischief these bears 
might be up to, we’ll publish all of them on weare- 
bearwood.org” 

The trail was unveiled on May 17 and will be avail¬ 
able until Sunday.

Taking a glimpse at 
future of health care

outside of the futuristic super¬ 
hospital due at Smethwick 


A GLIMMERING glass roof, floating 
sculptures, futuristic lighting and 
gardens for patients and visitors 
- this is the vision for the £353mil- 
lion ‘super hospital’ due to open its 
doors in the Black Country. 

New artist impressions have been re¬ 
vealed showing how the modern complex 
in Smethwick could look when it wel¬ 
comes its first patients by late 2018. 

Offering bright and airy waiting areas, sky 
and winter gardens and the latest medical 
facilities, the 670-bed Midland Metropolitan 
Hospital will be built on a 16-acre site on 
Grove Lane and serve around 530,000 people 
living in Sandwell and West Birmingham. 

Earlier this month bosses at Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust 
lodged a business plan for the development 
with the Department of Health and HM Treas¬ 
ury. 

The scheme is set for final approval by the 
end of next month, which will pave the way 
for a planning application to be submitted to 
Sandwell Council. 

Chief executive Toby Lewis said: “The new 
hospital is unequivocally not about new fa¬ 
cilities for aesthetic reasons - we need to get 
emergency care - not just A&E, but critical 
care, older people’s physicians, children’s ser¬ 
vices - onto a seven day multi speciality basis 
and the only route to that safety and quality 
change is a single site.” 

He added: “Trust clinicians have worked in¬ 
credibly hard in the last nine months to design 
a human but efficient hospital. I hope that that 
effort meets with public approval and support, 
and that important design touches about how 
the building sits in our community and the 
surrounding landscape find favour and sup¬ 
port.” 

It is hoped the hospital development will 


also act as a catalyst for the wider regenera¬ 
tion of Smethwick. 

The scheme is set for final approval by the 
end of the month, which will pave the way 
for a planning application to be submitted to 
Sandwell Council by the hospital trust and its 
proposed development partner Carillion. 

The hospital will offer a hi-tech critical care 
unit as well as dedicated neonatal, paediatric 
beds, coronary care, adult acute assessment 
units. It will also provide 13 operating the¬ 
atres, 12 maternity delivery suites and six 
birthing centres 

There will also be MRI & CT scanners along 
with ultrasound facilities and outpatient clin¬ 
ics for maternity care and children. Plans 
for the hospital are on show at consultation 
events taking place this week, including today 
at Rowley Regis Hospital and on Friday and 
Saturday at Sandwell Hospital. Sessions will 


run from 9am until 5pm. Director of new hos¬ 
pital development, Alan Kenny, said: “This is 
an exciting stage in the development of the 
Midland Met Hospital. New designs are bring¬ 
ing this state of the art healthcare facility to 
life. 

“I would urge people to come along to the 
exhibitions or view the proposals on our web¬ 
site and see what the plans will provide for our 
community.” 

The European Investment Bank is set to 
provide a £120 million loan, while the govern¬ 
ment will be giving £100 million towards the 
project costs. 

The rest of the money will be raised from 
private investment. 

As well building the new hospital, extra cash 
is also being spent to offer a wider range of 
clinics and facilities at Rowley Regis Hospital. 

A consultation has already taken place to

get the views of patients and other hospital 
users. Ideas put forward so far include a phar¬ 
macy, midwifery services, such as antenatal 
and postnatal clinics, and respiratory therapy. 
Improved gym facilities. 

And space for support groups to help pa¬ 
tients and families have also been suggested. 

Services currently based at the site include 
outpatient clinics for cardiology, diabetes, 
rheumatology and Ear, Nose and Throat 
(ENT). 

There is also a primary care assessment and 
treatment service for patients who need mon¬ 
itoring but not admission to an acute hospital 
and gym facilities for patients who need phys¬ 
iotherapy and rehabilitation. 

The hospital recently opened a 20-bed ward 
to temporary house patients declared medical¬ 
ly-fit but who cannot be sent home straight 
away.

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman Claire Brown said: “When 
ambulance staff arrived they found 
two patients who had sustained mul¬ 
tiple serious injuries. One man was 
in traumatic cardiac arrest and was 
being given excellent CPR by police 
officers on scene. Ambulance staff and 
medics quickly took over resuscitation 
attempts. Sadly nothing could be done. 

“The condition of the second pa¬ 
tient, a man in his 20s, quickly dete¬ 
riorated and he too went into cardiac 
arrest. The medical team managed to 
restart the man’s heart.” 

The injured man is currently in a 
critical condition in hospital. Anyone 
with information is asked to call police 
on 101.

- because he was with his guide dog. 

Mr Heeley had hoped to enjoy a fam¬ 
ily meal out at Prezzo in New Square 
shopping centre, West Bromwich. But 
when they arrived they were told by 
staff they could not dine at the restau¬ 
rant accompanied by a dog. 

An apology has since been made and 
the restaurant has offered to make a 
£500 donation to his present charity 
cause, The Albion Foundation. The 
57-year-old, from West Bromwich, was 
with his wife Deb, daughters Grace, 
24, Georgie-Lee, 13, and 12-year-old 
Dannie and his mother Anne on Bank 
Holiday Monday. He had also taken 
his guide dog Seamus, a five-year-old 
German Shepherd, with him. 

When his wife told the staff her 
husband was blind they still refused 
to admit them with the guide dog, said 
Mr Heeley, known as Blind Dave. His 
daughter Grace searched the internet 
on her smartphone to find the rele¬ 
vant disability discrimination legisla¬ 
tion - and only then did staff relent. 
But Mr Heeley said after being made 
to stand at the door for 15 minutes he 
felt too humiliated to dine there. “I 
was just flabbergasted,” he said.

Ticket help 
technology 
from Centro

A DRUG dealer landed in deep trouble after 
police pushed him into a canal and several 
bags of white powder floated to the top.

HE started out as a karate kid and 
now Les Knight is celebrating the 30th 
anniversary of the martial arts club he 
founded in the Black Country. 

Les was just 11 when he was 
awarded a black belt back in 1980 - 
making him one of the youngest in the 
country to achieve the feat at the time. 

Having taken up the sport since the 
age of five, he has dedicated most of his 
life to the sport. And when he was just 
17 he opened his own club - teaching 
karate to people of all ages - from five 
to 50. 

Now Tividale Shotokan Karate Club 
is celebrating its 30th anniversary and 
is, quite literally, going from strength 
to strength. Les, who lives in Tipton, is 
chief instructor at the club, which he 
formed in 1985. 

“I actually started out when I was 
just five,” said 47-year-old Les, who 
works at Vogue UK in Willenhall. My

dad worked with my first instructor 
and he told me to go along to one of his 
sessions and I was instantly hooked. I 
went along to Tipton Shotokan which 
used to be held at St Mark’s Church 
Hall in Ocker Hill and got my hands 
on my black belt six years later.” 

He was so keen on karate that at 
the first opportunity he set up his own 


club. His brother Steve, 33, of Tipton 
and friend Gary Ray, 43, of Cradley 
Heath, have also been involved with 
the club since a young age. 

To celebrate the anniversary Les 
was joined by members of the Tiv¬ 
idale club to recreate a photo of him¬ 
self, which featured in the Express &

Congregation gathers to 
mark Bernard's 104th 


WHEN Bernard Rogers was born, 
the First World War had yet to break 
out and it would be almost a year be¬ 
fore the Titanic sunk. 

Yet more than a century on he is 
still going strong after celebrating 
his 104th birthday. Bernard still 
lives independently in Hill Top, 
West Bromwich, and leaves his home 
every day to fetch the newspaper. 

Friends and family attended a 
special event at St James’ Church, 
where Bernard attends services 
twice a week. He still regularly at¬ 
tends Freemasons meetings, hav¬ 
ing been a member of the group for 
more than 60 years. 

Long-time friend and church war¬ 
den Pam Simms organised the event 
to honor his achievement. She said: 
“It was a wonderful occasion cele¬ 
brating his birthday with him.” 

Bernard was born in 1911 in 


Aston, Birmingham. He had four 
brothers and one sister. He had one 
child of his own called Brian. He also 
has one grandson, Bruce, who also 
attended the birthday celebration. 

Bernard moved to Hill Top after 
marrying wife Millicent in 1936, but 
she sadly died only 26 years later 
aged 52. He never remarried, and 
was a member of the police specials 
between 1942 and 1976. Bernard has 
always supported Aston Villa and 
he was cheering on his team in the 
FA Cup final. He is among fans old 
enough to remember the last time 
Villa lifted the cup in 1957. 

Pam said: “He is a fantastic man 
for 104 years of age. He is living on 
his own still. He has been attending 
the church for around 35 years and 
comes to services every Tuesday and 
Sunday without fail. He is a very 
quiet and unassuming man.”

Jail on hold 
for fan who 
threw flare 
on Astle Day 


A FOOTBALL fan was already banned from 
attending matches when he hurled a flare at 
a West Bromwich Albion supporter, causing 
burns to his neck, a court heard. 

Leicester City supporter Frazer Green threw the 
flare, which was emitting blue smoke, towards Bag¬ 
gies fans sitting in the Smethwick End at The Haw¬ 
thorns, striking Ian Topliss, on April 11. 


Mr Topliss needed medi¬ 
cal attention after being hit. 
The flare burned through 
his jacket after landing in 
his hood and left him with a 
blister on his neck. 

The game was supposed 
to be a day of celebration for 
Albion, who had designated 
the meeting with the Foxes 
as Jeff Astle Day in honour 
of the club legend, with Bag¬ 
gies players sporting a spe¬ 
cial kit that was worn in the 
1968 FA Cup final. 

But the afternoon ended 
on a sour note for Albion 
with Leicester snatching a 
last minute winner, spark¬ 
ing wild celebrations from 
more than 3,000 travelling 
supporters. Sandwell Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court heard that 
Green threw the flare after 
Leicester scored before at¬ 
tempting to flee from stew¬ 
ards. 

The 20-year-old then 
grabbed a jacket from a pal 
in a bid to disguise himself 
but was eventually arrested. 

Unemployed Green was 
subject to a banning order 
at the time for running onto 
the pitch at a game two 
years earlier, but managed 
to get into The Hawthorns 
anyway. He claimed he 
made a last-minute deci¬ 
sion to go to the match as a

friend had a spare ticket. He 
also said a friend passed him 
the flare inside the ground. 

Ms Sukhi Rai, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “He was identified 
on CCTV waving the flare 
around and jumping up and 
down before throwing the 
flare. The victim Ian Topliss 
attended the medical room 
with burns to his neck.” 

Ms Rai said by throwing 
the flare it was inevitable 
that Green’s actions would 
cause injury. Other Baggies 
supporters sitting nearby 
helped get the flare out of 
Mr Topliss’ hood. He was 
left with a burn the size of 
a 10 pence piece and felt a 
stinging sensation after¬ 
wards, the court heard. 

Mr Topliss was at the 
match with his son, who was 
‘extremely upset’ by the in¬ 
cident. Green, of Flax Road, 
Leicester, was sentenced 
to 20 weeks in prison, sus¬ 
pended for 12 months. 
He was ordered to pay Mr 
Topliss £200 in compensa¬ 
tion and must also complete 
200 hours of unpaid work. 

His football banning 
order was also extended, 
meaning he cannot attend 
games until 2020. 


Search is on for pair 
who robbed woman 


POLICE are hunting two men who knocked a woman un¬ 
conscious as she unloaded property from the boot of her 
car in West Bromwich. 

The attack took place in April, as the 68-year-old woman 
retrieved belongings from the boot of her black Audi car, 
which was parked under the Premier Inn in High Street. 

She was approached by a man, who hit her across the 
head, knocking her unconscious, before he and another 
man stole an orange DKNY handbag, a laptop and some 
hand luggage. The two men than escaped on foot away 
from the town centre. The woman suffered a cut to the 
back of her head and an injury to her arm. 

The man who struck the woman is described as Asian, 
5ftl0ins tall, of a large build, aged 25-30. His accomplice 
was of a similar physical description but possibly a white 
man. The attack happened at around 12.30pm. Anyone 
with information should call West Bromwich police on 101.

Chain in 
plan to 
create 50 
new jobs 


A NEW gym creating 50 jobs will be created 
in a former office block under new plans. 

Developers behind the nationwide chain, Xer- 
cise41ess gyms hope to transform Crystal House in 
Smethwick. The building was previously home to 
Sandwell Integrated Support Service and offices for 
Black Country Partnership NHS Foundation Trust.

A RECENT Memory Lane 
highlighting Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s motor-cycle racing 
pedigree took a few readers’ 
minds back to the glory days 
of AJS. 

Ken Millard saw a picture of his 
father in the victorious AJS Isle 
of Man TT racing team of 1921, 
which he had not seen before. 

Training 

He remembered some pho¬ 
tographs of the place the team 
stayed while on the island, Cun¬ 
ningham’s Camp. This was a 
tented holiday camp started by 
Joseph Cunningham in the 1890s 
at Douglas. 

It had up to 1,500 tents around 
some permanent buildings like 
the ornate dining hall, and was 
open for male visitors for the 
princely some of 17s. 6d per week. 

In the First World War it was used 
as an internment camp and in the Sec-

ond World War as a Royal Navy train¬ 
ing camp. 

Obviously when the TT races 
were on, it was a convenient and 
cheap place to stay. 

Ken’s father was an AJS Tester, 
and one of his other exploits was 
motor-cycle football on Highgate 
Common. 

The games drew large crowds, 
and there seemed to be little in 
the way of Health and Safety in¬ 
volvement, with the riders not 
even wearing helmets. 

Another famous AJS racer was 
Jack Scott, who recently donated 
an old canal sign to the Tettenhall 
Transport Heritage Centre. 

His grandson is so proud of his 
exploits he has a tattoo, of his 
grandfather racing his AJS in typ¬ 
ical style.

GOING to the pub for lunch is so 
much more than a crusty ham 
cob, a packet of crisps and a 
pickled onion these days. 

It’s an adventure and a chance to 
sample fine foods from foreign lands 
to transport you from good old Blighty 
to more exciting, sunnier climes. 

Pubs are desperately trying to be differ¬ 
ent in order to survive and food is where the 
big bucks come from these days. 

Artisan rustic breads, Mediterranean 
mezze, Nocellara olives all sound so inter¬ 
esting and intriguing that it really makes 
you want to experiment and try something 
new. 

It’s funny but no matter how many dishes 
can appear on a menu, when I’m dining out 
with my other half and parents I can pretty 
much predict who will have what.

So for our culinary experience we decided 
on one of our favourite destinations - The 
Lyttelton Arms, Bromsgrove Road, Stour¬ 
bridge. It has a track record that’s pretty 
good going as busy restaurants go. 

It was a return visit as two years had 
passed since we last sampled its delights. 

Inside it looks the same. It’s cosy yet 
contemporary with rural-themed canvases 
adorning the walls; woodpigeons, and coun¬ 
try gents ready to hunt. 

The menu style though has changed a 
little. It’s become more eclectic trying to 
appeal to too many different tastes. For 
want of a better word ‘trendy’. It was bus¬ 
tling with most of the tables occupied on a 
spring-like Saturday lunchtime. 

When my mum had booked she’d re¬ 
quested the softer seating area (it’s a pen¬ 


sioner thing, my other half and I weren’t so 
bothered) and normally they comply but on 
this occasion we were shown to a chunky 
wooden table with bum-numbing chairs but 
cushions were dispensed. 

The service was impeccable. Not invasive 
but professional, swift and cheerful. We 
mulled over the menu with our first round 
of drinks and the waiter stopped by with a 
dish of nibbly bits. These were some dried 
broad beans sprinkled in paprika. 

Dunked 

Our starters arrived in just the right 
amount of time. Mum loved her rustic 
breads, big hunks of wholemeal loaf dunked 
in oil mixed with seed sprinkle. 

Dad’s soup on the other hand didn’t have 
quite the same effect. He had gone for one 
of his favourites the leek and potato. But he 
found it watery and bland. Our Camembert 


sharer was delicious. For the mains as I pre¬ 
dicted the men went for burgers, mum cod 
and chips and me? 

Well I went the far-out way of battered 
halloumi. 

The burgers were on sturdy wooden 
boards with buckets of thin fries. The men 
loved them. The cod and halloumi both 
came resting on a row of chip slats but the 
ratio of different food stuffs for each dish 
was way off. 

A massive piece of fish on seven (yep, we 
counted) twice-cooked thick cut chips with 
a tablespoon of pea puree and pretty much 
an entire lemon. 

Dinner done. We ventured to the dessert 
menu and all were delicious. 

The bill came in at just shy of £125 for 
the four of us, probably a little more than 
we felt the food was actually worth.

It was founded in 1935 by J Arthur 
Rank, who had made his fortune from 
milling flour and had originally got into 
film-making as a way of promoting his 
Methodist beliefs. He joined forces 
with three other investors to turn 
Heatherden Hall and its surrounding 
land near Iver Heath in 
Buckinghamshire into a studio that 
would rival anything in Hollywood. 

Rank was, however, the driving 
force behind the project, and 
branched out into distribution and 
exhibition so that his movies would 
never be swamped by American 
products. 

During the 1940s and 1960s, the 
Rank Organisation was behind some 
of the most memorable British films 
ever made, including A Matter of Life 
and Death, Henry V, Brief Encounter 
and Great Expectations. 

Rank himself remains an important 


figure, so much so that the house in 
which he was born in Hull recently 
underwent a refurbishment and was 
reopened with much pomp and 
ceremony, including a muscleman 
with a gong - which was the symbol 
of his company. 

He may have backed many films 
over the years, but arguably Rank’s 
greatest creation was Pinewood itself. 
It’s still going strong and is the home 
of Harry Potter and James Bond, 
while the forthcoming Star Wars 
sequels were also shot there. 

In this programme, Ross meets

Stallion is 
well worth 
taking out 
for a ride 

By Matt Joy 


It’s one of the most famous name tags in 
motoring and still the fastest selling car ever 
made. But more importantly, it’s now being 
sold in the UK in right-hand-drive. 

A new Mustang is news in itself, as it is one of the 
most iconic sports cars ever made and has a loyal fol¬ 
lowing on both sides of The Pond. But this sixth-gen¬ 
eration model is something more than that, because 
it has been designed to work in Europe - and even 
the UK-too. 

The platform is new and the whole car is more sophisti¬ 
cated than before, while there’s a choice of a 5.0-litre V8 as 
well as a more 21st Century option in the shape of a 2.3-litre 
four-cylinder turbo offering. There’s a choice of coupe and 
convertible from the outset, and the whole car attempts to 
mix classic Mustang cues with modern sophistication. 

The manner in which the 2015 Mustang manages to 
evoke memories of the 1965 original, but without slavishly 
copying it, is impressive. 

It has great stance and impact on the road; whether it’s 
parked or driving past, it’s hard not to turn and look. The 
same goes for the inside, where the classic twin-cowl dash¬ 
board and toggle switches are present, although happily the 
retro theme isn’t overdone. 

The Mustang has one of the strongest images of any per¬ 
formance car and is still seen by many as the original low- 
cost, high-fun piece of escapism, and the latest version ticks 
all the right boxes to keep fans happy. 

The Mustang is a relatively big car but with the focus on 
looks and performance, practicality inevitably takes a back 
seat. 

Up front, the space on offer is decent, and taller drivers 
will be able to get comfortable; the standard sports seats 
are excellent. In the back, it’s more compromised, and only 
short adults and children will be able to get comfortable as 
headroom is limited. The boot however is good with 408 
litres of space on offer. 


Handling 

The original Mustang was fast, cheap and relatively sim¬ 
ple, and while things have certainly moved on, the 2015 ver¬ 
sion isn’t a million miles away. 

Anyone buying one looking for the last word in Nurbur- 
gring-honed handling might be disappointed, but if it’s fun 
you’re after then it’s spot-on. The 5.0-litre V8 is responsive, 
pushing it along with real purpose and venom when pressed 
and the noise is good too. 

There are three different steering modes as well as driving 
modes, and with everything at its sharpest, the Mustang will 
happily play the hooligan. 

In fact, it even has a Line-Lock mode, borrowed directly 
from the dragstrip, where the front brakes can be locked 
on so you can smoke the rear tyres. It sums up everything 
you need to know about this car and how it is the complete 
opposite of ultra-techy German rivals. 

This is where the Mustang scores particularly well. 

As well as an excellent standard specification, it is the 
bare bones that really drive the point home. 

A 2+2 coupe with a V8 engine and a 0-62mph time of 
five seconds or less doesn’t come cheap; there isn’t a rival 
under £50,000. 

There are rivals that are close on price and specification, 
but they can’t compete with the Mustang’s personality. 

You could use the Mustang every day if you can handle 
the fuel bills, but really it is a car to be enjoyed by everyone. 

Young or old, man or woman, the Mustang ethos is some¬ 
thing that anyone can buy in to, and with such competitive 
pricing, it’s hard not to be enticed. Clearly lots of other peo¬ 
ple think so, as the 2015 UK allocation is already sold out 
and if you want one you’re looking at April 2016. You never 
know, it might even make a decent investment... 

This car summed up in a single word: Genuine. 

If this car was a drink, it would be a Kentucky Bourbon - 
naturally.

Ford Focus 
is getting 
even better

Every once in a while, a car is launched that 
instantly makes all of its rivals look stupid 
and old. Ford pulled off that particular trick 
back in 1998, when it launched the Mk 1 Fo¬ 
cus. The way it drove was a revelation, and 
now we are on the fourth incarnation. 

Ford has subtly tweaked the handling, making 
changes to the suspension to improve the ride and 
slightly lightening the steering. As a result, it’s a better 
long-distance travelling companion. 

The engine range has also been much revised. Let’s start 
with petrol power. Though at the foot of the range, it’s still 
possible to get the old-tech 1.6-litre Ti-VCT unit in 85, 105 
and 125PS guises, the mainstream petrol line-up is these 
days primarily based around the brand’s clever 1.0-litre 
three cylinder turbo EcoBoost unit, offered with either 100 
or 125PS. 

Above that now sits a 1.5-litre EcoBoost unit, offered with 
either 150 or 182PS. EcoBoost technology is also used in 
the hot hatch models, with a 2.0-litre 250PS unit used in the 
Focus ST and a 2.3-litre 320PS powerplant used in the top 
Focus RS. 

Those in search of a diesel have a choice between the 
old-tech 1.6-litre TDCi units, offering either 95 or 115PS. Or 
newtech 1.5-litre TDCi engines offering either 95 or 120PS. 
Make sure you know what you’re getting. 

Above these, there’s an uprated 150PS 2.0-litre TDCi unit, 
also offered in 185PS guise to Focus ST buyers. Otherwise, 
the only other option is the intriguing Focus Electric model 
which uses a combination of a 107KW electric motor and 
a 23kW lithium-ion battery to deliver a useful 142PS and 
250Nm of torque. 

Many will baulk at the restricted 100-mile driving range 
though. 


Distinctive 

It’s only when you put this improved Focus next to the 
original third generation version that you realise just how 
much more expensive this model looks. 

The most obvious change is the addition of an Aston Mar- 
tin-style trapezoidal front grille, there to give the front end 
a more distinctive look also emphasised by subtle chrome 
detailing and these slimmer, smarter front headlights and re¬ 
styled foglamps. 

The interior has also been given a serious once-over. The 
fascia design is more intuitive, that button-strewn centre 
stack and steering wheel being tidied up considerably. 

The black satin trim and chrome detailing contribute to 
a cleaner aesthetic too. Many of the controls are now mar¬ 
shalled by the SYNC 2 high-resolution, 8in colour touch 
screen system. This includes voice control for ‘easier’ ac¬ 
cess to audio, navigation, climate control and compatible 
mobile phones. 

One thing that’s undoubtedly an improvement is practi¬ 
cality. The centre storage console offers more space as well 
as a new sliding, integrated armrest, accommodating a va¬ 
riety of bottles and cups with the capacity to simultaneously 
hold a litre water bottle and a 400ml cup. 

It’s actually quite hard to know where to start when trying 
to explain the Focus model range to an unfamiliar buyer. 
It is, after all, so vast. Still, we’ll do our best. The simplest 
aspect is the availability of just two bodystyles, a five-door 
hatch or, for a model-for-model premium of around £1,100, 
a smartly-styled estate option. 

Most of the mainstream petrol variants offer the option of 
automatic transmission too. It’s the under-the-bonnet issues 
though, that require Focus buyers to really know the ropes 
when it comes to the selection process. 

Let me explain why. 

‘Focus’ is the world’s best selling global nameplate - with 
good reason. Has any car had more of an impact on mod¬ 
ern era motoring than the Ford Focus?

When a car as important to BMW as its 1 Se¬ 
ries hatchback comes around for a refresh 
you can bet the designers laboured long 
into the night on the tiniest detail. How about 
making the exhaust pipe a little bit fatter be¬ 
cause it gives the back of the car a more 
sporty look? 

Tick that one off among a host of changes to a 
model that claims one in five sales to British buyers 
of new BMWs and is expected to find 30,000 homes 
here each year. 

You need to be a bit of a BMW anorak to spot the new 
tailpipe but changes to the lights at both ends give the latest 
1 Series a wider, bolder look. 

Inside, the cockpit is still aimed at serious drivers but 
there’s a modest injection of extra pizzazz with added gloss 
black and splashes of chrome. 

But it’s under the surface where BMW has made its more 
important changes, starting with the choice of a new diesel 
engine (largely shared with a Mini Cooper D) that promises 
more than adequate performance and startling (theoretical) 
economy. 

More powerful diesels are offered too, along with a range 
of petrol engines that climax with the M135i and its 155mph 
potential. 

And for those critics who said BMWs were too meanly 
equipped for the money, comes news that every new car 
from the company - from cheapest 1 Series upward - will 
have satellite navigation as standard by September. 

Generous 

That doesn’t mean you will be short of the chance 
to spend extra on options, of which there is long list, 
from metallic paint (£550) and a £600 sound system up¬ 
grade to active cruise control (£790) and a £330 reversing 
camera. 

Even so, standard kit across the new range (which ex¬ 
tends from £20,245 to £31,730 at the moment) is more 
generous than reputation has, ranging from DAB radio and 
Bluetooth to a big colour screen on the dash, climate control 
and LED lights at the rear. 

Most buyers are happy to pay £1,000 more for a Sport 
package of different alloys, steering wheel and body styl¬ 
ing tweaks or even find £2,700 for an M Sport package of 
bigger alloys, LED headlights, styling additions and firmer 
suspension. 

Whichever version you end up with it will be a notably well 
finished car with plenty of room in the front, adequate space 
in the rear for grown-ups and a reasonably sized boot. If 
you need extra space at the expense of losing that sporty 
feel, BMW will happily point you towards the new 2 Series 
mini MPV. 

Out on the road in the most economical version of this lat¬ 
est 1 Series you soon enjoy the characteristic thrum from its 
three-cylinder diesel engine (distant but mildly sporty) and 
relish the way it moves the car with enthusiasm. 

A crispy, firm gearchange and well-weighted steering 
combine with a ride that stays firmly in control without ever 
descending to discomfort to make this a car that covers 
ground with real enthusiasm. 

And with fine economy too. A brisk drive over some chal¬ 
lenging Wiltshire roads saw 57mpg on the trip computer, 
with a gentler session tipping the figure well into the 60s. 
That’s a commendable figure and a realistic aim for a long 
term owner too. 

The £395 worth of front sports seats were superbly com¬ 
fortable, lacking only adjustable lumbar support (£230 extra) 
as a final flourish. 

Even so, here is a car that looks set to keep BMW dealers 
and buyers happy for years to come.

Enjoyable 
experience 
in SEAT’S 
beefed-up 
tough Leon

Most of the time in temperate Britain we get 
away with the worst of winter by driving more 
slowly and leaving a larger gap to the car in 
front. 

If you’re a belts and braces type, you might buy a 
set of winter tyres; the sort that look pretty normal but 
grip snow like a long lost friend. 

That will probably do, unless you live up a rutted track 
or simply must get to work whatever the sky throws at you. 

Or if you’re a rugged outdoor type who looks forward to 
earning a muddy stripe up the back of a T-shirt on a moun¬ 
tain bike thrash through the forest. 

Those individuals may need a car like the new Leon from 
SEAT, which takes an existing estate and adds a bit of off¬ 
road ruggedness that ought to cope with everything this 
side of an army assault course. 

Called the Leon X-PERIENCE, the newcomer arrives in 
an easily understood three model range, offering the same 
2.0 litre diesel engine with two power outputs (150 and 184 
horsepower), with the latter attached only to an automatic 
gearbox. 

Prices start at £24,385 for the SE, passing through 
£26,370 for the better equipped SE Technology with sat 
nav, DAB radio and full LED headlights and topping out with 
the £28,870 SE Technology with more powerful engine and 
6-speed automatic gearbox. 

All of them have suspension that sits the car a little further 
from the road (or muddy ruts) and a drive system that nor¬ 
mally powers only the front wheels but can kick the rears 
into action in the blink of an eye if slippage is detected. 

There are the usual subtle hints to the car’s outback po¬ 
tential with plastic mouldings on wheel arches and sill and 
flashes of pretend alloy panels under the front and rear of 
the car. Inside, there are sporty seats in faux suede with or¬ 
ange stitching (nicer than it looks) and door panels unique 
to the X-PERIENCE. 


Surprise 

So, it’s a subtle makeover, with even the badging keeping 
its voice down as it lets onlookers know this is the top of the 
Leon estate car tree. 

SEAT reckons two of its main rivals will come from Volvo 
(V40 Cross Country) and Vauxhall (Insignia Country Tourer) 
and points out that both cost more than its own offering. 
Surprise! 

What doesn’t appear on the list is a car from elsewhere 
in the Volkswagen Group stable, in the shape of the Skoda 
Octavia estate. It uses the same engine as the SEAT but 
costs less and carries more cargo.To many eyes it appears 
the plainer machine and looks play a mighty part in any car 
purchase outside bargain basement territory. 

Volkswagen itself offers a rival, but the 4x4 Golf Alltrack 
is more costly (at £27,050) but offers a bit more space. Not 
that a potential Golf buyer is likely to consider a Skoda - or 
a SEAT, perhaps. 

There is gentle use of the SEAT’S Spanish origin in talk 
about the car at its press introduction in the very-British Wye 
forest but it feels like any other product from the VW empire. 

And that’s a very good thing. It means the SEAT is set 
out simply to make the business of driving as untroubling 
as possible in a car that feels solidly made and ready for 
almost anything. 

The press drive took in busy main roads and a bit of gen¬ 
tle forest track, both despatched without a moment’s bother 
and with 46mpg showing on the trip computer at journey’s 
end. 

An enjoyable x-perience, in other words.

The study shows it is Albion who can claim the

While the Baggies - with an average of 25,801 fans 
watching games at The Hawthornsthis season - will 
not be threatening the traditional attendance figures 


any time soon, if compared to the population of West 
Bromwich (75,405) the club’s average attendance 
equates to 33.3 per cent of the town’s population. 

This figure is ahead of giants such as Manchester 
United and Arsenal, with the average attendance at 
the Theatre of Dreams accounting for 33.1 per cent 
of the population of Traffordwhile The Emirates’ av¬ 
erage of 59,993 is just 27.8 per cent of all those who 
live in the borough of Highbury and Islington. 

The comparison has drawn support from Baggies 
fans who hailed their sticking power. 

Chairman of the Brownhills supporters club Gary 
Porter said: “Us Albion supporters care about the 
Albion because the Albion cares about us - so the 


boinging goes on and on! The atmosphere in the 
ground is obviously tremendous when we get a big 
team there like it was with Chelsea for the last game 
of the season. 

“But in general the support has been brilliant, 
from the Birmingham Road and Smethwick Road 
Ends in particular. They tend to bounce off each 
other.” 

The lower down in the divisions you go, the 
smaller the percentage.

“In his first year at Villa he was 
only behind Cristiano Ronaldo and 
Lionel Messi in terms of goalscor¬ 
ing ratio, which was an incredible 
achievement. 

“He’s certainly good enough. 
He’s only 24, he’s got years ahead 
of him. Okay he didn’t have a good 
game on Saturday but he is a top, 
top player.” 

Another forward potentially 
heading out of Villa Park is Andi 
Weimann.

Berahino 
is likely to 
leave, Ben 

GOALKEEPER Ben Foster thinks it is 
‘inevitable’ Saido Berahino will leave 
Albion for a top-four club - if the strik¬ 
er keeps performing in the Premier 
League. 

The 21-year-old scored 20 goals in all 
competitions in a season which also saw 
him earn a first senior England call-up. 

Speculation has linked him with a 
move to a top-four side and Foster be¬ 
lieves the club will eventually receive an 
offer they find too good to turn down. 

“If he keeps working and performing 
in the Premier League it is inevitable 
you are going to get the big clubs come 
knocking,” said the Baggies keeper. 
“Eventually there is going to be an offer 
too good to refuse. 

“He has got bags of potential and is 
still so raw, he is still only a young lad. 

“If we can just polish him up a bit 
more you can see even more from him. 

“When it comes to big clubs coming 
in for him, that is probably going to be 
inevitable.” 

Albion remain hopeful of agreeing an 
extension to Berahino’s current deal, 
which has two years left to run, with 
boss Tony Pulis urging the striker to 
remain at Albion in order to protect his 
development. 

While the youth team product enjoyed 
a fine season on the pitch, he courted 
controversy off it at times, most notably 
in February when he gave an unauthor¬ 
ised interview and talked of moving to a 
“bigger club”. 

But Foster believes a more mature Be¬ 
rahino is unlikely to rock the boat this 
summer and push for a move. 

“Saido is a good lad, I’m sure he’ll keep 
his head down and we won’t see any of 
the farcical stuff you’ve seen with other 
players in the news lately,” said Foster. 

Lerner quitting 
villa hot seat even 
if club is unsold 

VILLA owner Randy Lerner will step 
down as chairman this summer even if 
he fails to sell the club after admitting: 
“I haven’t got it right.” 

Lerner, who has been looking to sell 
for the past year, is prepared to accept 
criticism from supporters after several 
seasons of battling against relegation. 

In a rare interview, the American has 
admitted he should have stepped aside 
several years ago. 

“I don’t disagree with the criticism,” 
he said. “What I should have done years 
back was bring in a chairman.” 

Lerner arrived at Villa Park to much 
fanfare in 2006 with ambitions of taking 
the club into the Champions League. 

But while the first four years were 
relatively successful, Villa have been 
nearer the bottom than the top since 
the departure of Martin O’Neill . They 
finished 17th this season, three points 
above the drop zone, with supporters 
critical of Lerner for a perceived lack of 
investment. 

“However much I know being a foot¬ 
ball chairman carries with it brutal 
criticism, my love for Villa makes the 
negativity pretty biting,” said Lerner.

The keeper revealed the summer regime under 
the Baggies head coach is so exhausting, it used 
to make him nervous when he played under Pulis 
as a youngster at Stoke a decade ago.

IT was a day that promised 
much but delivered so painfully 
little. 

Villa fans may have walked along 
Wembley Way in hope rather than ex¬ 
pectation before the start of the 134th 
FA Cup final. 

But never, in their worst nightmares, would 
they have believed their biggest day out in more 
than 20 years would turn into such disappoint¬ 
ment. 

In the modern era of football, where winning 
trophies is becoming increasingly difficult for an¬ 
yone outside the top four, trips to Wembley have 
to savoured. 

Yet as their manager stood with his head in his 
hands after Per Mertesacker, with the simplest 
of headers, put Arsenal 3-0 ahead - many Villa 
fans headed to the exit doors of the world’s most 
famous stadium. 

When that goal went in, there was 30 minutes 
still remaining - with Sherwood opting to bring 
on midfield enforcer Carlos Sanchez in a bid to 
prevent any further damage. 

Juggernaut 

But Villa were unable to stop the Arsenal jug¬ 
gernaut from the first whistle to the last and 
when Olivier Giroud swept home a fourth in 
stoppage time, he wrapped up an historical day 
for Arsene Wenger’s side. 

Arsenal are now the only team to have lifted 
the FA Cup 12 times. The result also ensured 
Wenger became only the second manager, and 
the first foreigner, to lift the trophy six times - 
with Villa great George Ramsey the other man 
to do so. 

Arsenal were electric, with Santi Cazorla and 
Mesut Ozil dominant in midfield. 

The Spaniard and the German may not be the 
biggest or the strongest, but they ran the game 
with a finesse Villa could never get to grips with. 

Even when Sherwood’s side did manage to get 
on the ball, they were bereft of any movement 
or invention with their passing sloppy and their 
tackling rash.

Hutton will 
be focusing

VILLA full-back Alan Hutton is deter¬ 
mined to focus on the positives - despite 
his side suffering the equal worst FA 
Cup final defeat since 1903. 

Only Chelsea in 1994 and Brighton & 
Hove Albion in 1983, both to Manches¬ 
ter United, have suffered the ignominy 
of a 4-0 Cup final reverse - and the latter 
only after it went to a replay. 

But Hutton believes there is plenty 
to be thankful for after Tim Sherwood 
saved Villa from Premier League relega¬ 
tion and guided them to the final of the 
world’s oldest and most famous domestic 
cup competition for the first time since 
2000. 

“We have to take the positives - we 
stayed up and got to a final,” said the 
defender. 

“When the new manager came in, 
things turned and there’s a lot of posi¬ 
tives about us, so we need to strengthen 
the squad and see where we can go.” 

As well as targeting the transfer mar¬ 
ket, the 30-year-old knows the current 
side need to work even harder to make 
sure the Villans do not find themselves 
back in a battle to avoid the drop next 
year.
